I say this because of your formulation, which I may miBunderst^md, that 
"Hoover wanted to clear the PHI name and found the best way to do it was to 
write a letter for Sid Epstein’s signature •” ^his is not inaccurate but I think 
also it may indicate you did not recover all the relevant records. 

It all began with LBJ’s desire to have Hoover write a book supporting the 
official account of the JIK assassination. He sent Abo Portas over the negotiate 
Hoover's acceptance. Portas didn’t like the idea and noitlior did the PHL. It is 
thus not Hoover’s idea, is LBJ'a, and the modification of L33J’a idea evolved as the 
PBl mullod it all over.
